County Board Orders 
Work to Begin at Once. 


Will Be a Sixty-Foot Drive. 
Only Few Proverty Owners 
Have Failed tc Donate the 
‘Needed _s— Frontage---Willing- 
ham Does Good Work. 


Work is to begin at once on the 
College Park road to widen it suffi- 
clentiy to make it a 60-foot grive from 
McCall's crossing to the terminus, un- 
der the order given by ‘he board of 
county commissioners at their regular 
monthly meeting yesterday. 

The necessary frontage for tne 
widening has been donated, with the 
exception of a few feet owned by thre@€e 
property holders, who, it is believed, 
will give the options on their frontage 
before long. So strong was this belief 
that the board adopted the report of 
the public works committee. which 
recommended that this work be taken 
up at 


The action of the board is the frui- 
tion of a long fight for the widening 
of this road, in which the leading 
spirit has been Baynard Willingham, of 
College Park, who took the matter up 
when it seemed almost hopeless, and 
pushed it to a successful conclusion. 
He has been given valuable assistance 
by Mayor I. N. Ragsdale, of Oakland 
City, and other public-spirited citizens 
who saw the importance of improving 
this highway. One of the first dona- 
tions received was from the United 
States government. which donated a 
20-foot strip along the entire frontage 
of the Fort McPherson reservation. 

Other Road Improvement. 

The board decided to grade Whipple 
avenue to the new automobile race 
track, this work to be started at once. 
H. W. Rowe, representing a fifth ward 
committee, asked for early completion 
ef improvements on Simpson and 
and was informed 
that the work wowld be done by Sep- 
tember. 

The following requests for improve- 
ments were received and referred to 
committees: To chert the Powers Ferry 
rogd 21-2 miles to the bridge; for im- 
provement of Greensferry avenue and 
West Lake road, near Battle Hill; from 
the Miller Union Stock Yards, to ex- 
tend Marietta street across Emmett 
street through their property to the 
Southern railway, and asking permis- 
sion tv cios» the 40-foot road on the 
western side of taeir property; from 
the mayor.and council of Atlanta, to 
grade Bonaventure avenue and Ponce 
de Leon Heights from Ponce de Leon 
avenue to North avenue: from the 
Peachtree Land Company, to open a 50- 
foot road through the Wesley G. Col- 
lier property at Peachtree creek west- 
warq to the Howell Mill road. 

The public works committee was au- 
thorized to oil 3 miles of Stewart 
avenue, from Dill avenue to Hapeville, 
at a cost not to exceed $500 per mile. 
The Piedmont Power Company was 
given the fight to put high-tension 
wires on the roads of the county.

Tax Bill Before Senate---New 
Superior Court . Judge for 
Fulton---Spicy Debate Over 
Bill to Give Railroads Power 
to Condemn for Spur Tracks.

Among the most important actions 
ge the senate yesterday were the read- 
| ing of the general tax bill a first time, 
the passage of President Slaton’s bill 
providing for a new superior court 
judge for Atlanta and the withdrawal 
from the general judiciary committee 


of the resolution proposing to ratify 
the amendment to the constitution of 
the United States providing for an in- 
come tax. 

The proposal >to ratify the national 
constitutional amendment will be con- 
sidered* Thursday under a special or- 
der, and in connection with the re- 
moval of the resolution from the com- 
mittee, Senator Perry charged that 
there are lobbyists now here endeavor- 
ing to get the Georgia general 4as- 
sembl# to defeat this amendment. 

The senate also had under considera- 
tion a bill to give railroads the right 
of condemnation to build spur tracks, 
to double track their lines and to 
straighten their tracks. 

By rising vote the senate decided to 
attend President Slaton’s barbecue on 
Saturday in a body. 

Tax Act in Senate. 

The general tax act reached the sen- 
ate at the morning session and was 
read the first tim®. It was referred to 
the committee on finance, of which 
Senator Slater, of the first, is chair- 
man, and a meeting of the committee 
was called for the afternoon to begin 
its consideration. 

The senate voted to have a hundred 
the bill printed for the 
nformation’of the members. It is ex- 
pected to report the bill back to the 
senate by Friday or Saturday. 

New Judge for Atlanta. 

The senate passed by a vote of 35 to 
6, the bill to create a new superior 
court judgeship for Atlanta. A. simi-

President Slaton, author of the bill, 
made a brief statement urging its pas- 
sage. He said the superior courts of 
Fulton county are now a year and a 
half behind with their dockets. He 
said also that these courts are called 
upon to handle much litigation of a 
state character, such as the collection 
of state taxes from the Georgia rail- 
road, a case that recently consumed 
nearly three months. Out of 280 felons 
convicted in Fulton before the lease 
act was abrogated Fulton got only 
110 for work on her roads, while the 
proceeds from the other 170 went into 
the treasury to be divided among the 
ceunties for school purposes. Delay 
of justice, he«said, is equivalent to a 
denial of justice, and it is absolutely 
necessary to have another judge to | 
expedite the litigation in this county. 
The bill was then passed without an 
adverse vote. 

Ratilroad Condemnation Bill. 

The senate, after quite a vigorous 
debate, voted, by 33 to 4 to set as a 
special order for immediate considera- 
tion a bill by Senator Rutherford to 
grant railroads chartered under Geor- 
gia laws, and with the approval of the 
railroad commission, the right to con- 
demn land for the purpose of building 
spur tracks to industrial plants, to 
double track their lines and to remove 
curves and straighten out their main 
lines. 

The resolution setting the measure 
as a special order was reported favor- 
ably by the committee on rules. 

The motion to fix the bill as a spe- 
cial order was strenuously opposed by 
Senator Perry, who thought the rail- 
roads were being given too. great 
privilege s. He opposed giving them 
any further right to conde-~-~ private 
property. He declared it was danger- 
ous. 


Constructive Legisiation. 

Senators Burwell and Slater consid- 
ered this one of the greatest pieces 
of constructive legislation proposed at 
this session. It provided a means of 
building up the state. -Senator Bur- 
well declared a big manufacturing 
}plant with hundreds of thousands of 
capital, had been driven from the state 
because it was impos-‘ble to buy- the 
land upon which to build a ‘spur track 
to its plant. It is to the interest of 
every citizen of Georgia that great 
manufacturing enterprises should be 
encouraged by prowiding means of get- 
ting spur tracks; that the railroads of 
the state should build double tracks

straightening their tracks. 

It was shown that the privileges of 
condemnation were granted under the 
bill only to’ railroads operating under 
Georgia charters, and that in straight- 
ening their tracks, they were not per- 
mitted to leave off any station now 
upon their main lines.

SENATE TO VOTE.

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ON TARIFF TODAY 


Numerous Senators At- 
tack Conferees’ Report. 


Night Session Held in Order to 
Allow G. O. P. Insurgents 
to Voice Their Objections to 
the Sort of Revision Pro- 
posed. 


Washington, August 4.—Smattering 
interest was shown in the tariff de- 
bate in the semate today, but a night 
session was necessary to allow “pro- 
gressive” senators an opportunity to 
express their views on the tariff bill. 

Most of the speeches during the day 
were heard by only a handful of sena- 
tors, while the galleries had but a 
sprinkling of visitors. Interest now 
seems to center on the vote on the 
conference report, which will be taken 
at 2 p. m, tomorrow. 

The effect of the maximum and 
minimum provision of the measure, as 
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agreed upon by the conferees, was the 
chief subject of discussion during the | 
afternoon. Senator Beveridge under- 
took to show that Senator Aldrich in- | 
terpreted the language as reported by 
the conferees as guaranteeing all the 
results that could be obtained through 
the instrumentality of a tariff com- 
mission. Senator Hale argued that ex- 
actly the opposite purpose was in the 
minds of the house conferees whose 
views had been adopted. He insisted 
that they carefully avoided giving any 
authority to the president by which 
he could gather information on which 
another revision of the tariff could be 
based. 

From the committee on finance, Mr. 
Aldrich reported a concurrent resolu- 
tion by which as soon as the confer- 
ence report Has been voted on the hide 
and leather schedule will be corrected, 
it is intended to meet the views of 
western senators who demanded lower 
duties on products manufactured 
from it. 

Cummins Attacks Bill. 

It looked as if the senate -had gone 
on a “strike” when the hour to re- 
assemble arrived tonight. 

After nearly half an hour had pass- 
ed with a quorum stil! lacking, Senator 
Nelson moved that the sergeant-at- 
arms be instructed to send for absen- 
tees. 

Senator Lodge finally entered the 
chamber, making a quorum, and the 
order to bring in the absentees was 
abrogated. , 

Senator Cummins, of Iowa, was the 
first speaker at the evening session. 

The tariff had been reduced, Mr. 
Cummins said, ©n iron and steel prod« 
ucts more then on any other schedule 
in the bill. 

“And yet,” he declared, “so far as 
the people who buy iron gre concern- 
ed, they would have been quite as well, 
off if there had been no reduction 
whatever.” 

He attacked various schedules of. the 
measure as affording no relief to the 
American consumer. 

Senator Cummins discuseseg the para- 
graphs of the tariff bill generally, not 
presenting his objections in detail. He 
announced his determination to vote 
against the bill. 

Challenging the statement by 
Cummins, that there had been no 
Stantial reduction in the bil), 

Mr. Aldrich declared that there 
been 500 reductions of rates. It would 
be impossible he said, to show that 
these rates were above a reasonable 
protective point. 

Cummins Wants Help. 

Mr. Cummins, having invited the 
Rhode Islang senator to visit him in 
lowa, to help him convince the people 
that these rates were only high 
enough to be protective, Senator 
Bailey suggested that when those two 
senators “perform in double harness,” 
he wanted to be there. 

Drifting into a discussion of poli- 
tics, Senators Cummins, Aldrich, Bai- 
ley, Dick, Béveridge and Smith of 
Michigan entered upon a sort of ex- 
perience meeting concerning the polit- 
ical issues of 1896. Mr. Aldrich insist- 
ed that the misrepresentation ‘of the 
McKinley’ tariff bill first caused the 
defeat of the republican party, and 
then resulted in the nomination and 
election of McKinley. 

“It was the money question 
controlled that campaign,” 
Mr. Beveridge. 

“It was the absence of money that 
controlleg it,” facetidusly suggested 
Mr. Smith of Michigan. 

“On our side,” interposed Mr. Bailey. 

Concluding his remarks, Mr. Cum. 
mins reiterated that he would vote 
against the conference report. 

Senator Daniel, in an extended 
speech, renewed his complaint that he 
and other democratic members of the 
finance committee had been excluded 
from a fair participation in the con- 
sideration of the tariff bill. 

Mr. Daniel concluded with a general 
denunciation of the tariff bill, and 
warned the republicans that, should 
the right man ‘arise to leag the dem- 
ocracy, victory would be assured to 
that party.

Two St. Louis Little Ones 
Held by Black Hand. 


|Police Say That Disappearance 


of Children and Demand for 
Ransom Is the Result of 
Carefully Worked Out Blac! 
Hand Pilot.

St. Louis, August 4.—The discovery 
today that three trunks had been 
shipped from St. Louis to Chicago by 
men suspected of the kidnaping of 
Grace and Tomasso -Viviano cénfirmed 
the local police in the belief that the 
disappearance of the children and the 
demand of $25,000 ransom for them 
was the result of a carefully worked 
black-hand plot, which did not, now- 
ever, contemplate harm to the chil- 
dren. 

The local police had no idea that the 
trunks found in Chicago contained the 
bodies of the children, and tonight a 
messa . from the Chicago police stated 
that t trunks, when opened, con- 
tained nethine but clothing. 

The St. Louls police theory of the 
trunks is that they contain the prop- 
emy of Samuel fTurrisi, who is be- 
lieved to have lured the Viviano chil- 
dren from their home, and other mem- 
bers of the blackmalling gang. 

Conflicting stories told by the Pa- 
ganos and the fact that the three 
trunks left their home almost at the 
time the children were kidnaped, with 
the additional circumstances that four 
strange men left the Pagano home 
fifteen minutes after the trunks were 
taken away, lead the police to believe 
that the con&piring kidnapers shipped 
their property to a place where they 
believed it would be safe from search 
while they negotiated with the Vivi- 
anos for rahsom. 

The arrests in the case today num- 
bered three, the prisoners being La- 
mancie Girolona, who hauled the 
trunks to the express office here Mon- 
day; Pietro Fanare, a groceryman, 
who was Gircolona’s employer, and an- 
other employee of Fanare’s establish- 
ment. The latter two were released 
late today. 

The police now have in custody 
Giroloma and Joseph Pagano. The lat- 
ter is believed to have been a more or 
less active participant in the crime, but 
efforts to obtain information from 
him have been fruitless. :

Mummified Bodies of Nuns.

Women andi children 
lighted these, and held a mock proces- 
ston, and two mummified bodies of 
nuns arrayed in magnificent raiment 
were carried with mock pomp before 
the residence of a millionaire citizen. 

The correspondent says that while 
forty blazing convents formed a colos- 
sal fire, which sufficed to illuminate 
the city at night, the rioters indulged 
in furious attacks upon convents and 
churehes.

Expert Appointed by President 
Shows Gross Discrimination | 
in Freight Charges Against 
the People of This Country. 


Baltimore, Md., August 4.—Bernard 
N. Baker, formerly head of the Atlan- 
tic Transport Steamship Line, has been 
investigating, at the instance of Presi- 
dent Taft, the matter of freight 
charges over the Panama rallroad, 
which is owned by the United States 
government. In a recent preliminary 
report to the president, Mr. Baker 
pointed out that in the transportation 
of hides, the people of this country are 
heavily discriminated against, in favor 
ef those of European nations. In a 
statement made today, Mr. Baker gives 
further figures showing similar dis- 
crimination on other sorts of freight. 
He says: 

“The rate on dry goods from New 
York to Central Americg is $21.40 a 
ton, and from Europe to Central Amer- 
ica $20.40. Rate. by Panama railroad 
‘from Colon: to Panama from New York 
$65.75, from Europe $4.76. The rate 
on machinery from New :iork to Guay- 
aquil is $12.40; from Europe to Guay- 
aquil $11.88. The Panama railroad 
charges from Colon to Panama from 
New York $3.46; from Europe $2.77. 

“The rate from the east coast of the 
United States to the west via the Pan- 
ama railroad and the Pacific Mai! 
Steamship Line on machinery from 
New York to San Francisco is $36 ¢ 
ton, from Europe to San Francisco 
$18.82. : 

Panama railroad charges from 
Colon to Panama, from New York 
$8.10 a ton; from Europé $4.59 a ton. 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company (from 
Panama to San Francisco) from New 
York $18 a ton; from Europe $7.64 a 
tou.” 

Mr. Baker does not believe that the 
discrimination specified by him is the 
result Of policy, but that the govern- 
ment simply inherited the rates of the 
private corporation when the road was 
bought by the government. The road 
and steamship company were formerly 
the property of the Southern Pacifie 
railroad.

The removal of White and Mrs. 
White from the pelice station, where 
they spent Tuesday night, was done 
at the instance of Chief Jennings, who 
gave instructions that formal charges 
be preferred in the nature of warrants. 
Mrs. White was held at the station 
house, it is understood, as a witness, 
but she is now charged with equal 
blame in the shooting of Anderson. 

The date for a hearing has not yet 
been set, but will occur in Judge Rid- 
ley’s court, on Decatur street, where 
the warrants were issued. 

When. Mrs. White, accompanied bv a 
detective, passed through Recorder 
Broyles’ courtroom on her way to the 
Tower the police court was in full ses- 
sion. Dressed in black and slightly 
pale from evident nervous strain, her 
appearance in the courtroom caused 
a sensation. There was an audible 
A-h-h-h-h and everybody craned their 
necks to get a glimpse of the woman 
in the case. She first went into the 
detective department, where she was 
rearrested on the warrant, and then 
taken to the jail, accompanied by a 
detective. who carried her suit case. 
White was removed later. 

Though Mrs. White claims that the 
wounded man is a friend of her family, 
it is believed by the detectivés that 
she was infatuated with Anderson. 
Anderson is quoted as stating that 
Mrs. White came into his room for a 
chat without his invitation, and that 
he was not responsible for her alleged 
presence there.

Paris, August 5.—A sudden official 
announcement that a public beheading 
would take place at 4:30 o’clock this 
(Thursday) mornfng in the boulevard 
fronting the Sante prison created a 
sensation in Paris, which had not seen 
an execution in fifteen years.

“I only did it,” Nelson said, “to se- 
eure vengeance for the hotel refusing 
me accommodations last winter.

Nelson obtained a room through a 
ruse. A friend registered for him early 
Monday, saying the reservation was 
made for 23 wealthy ranch owner of 
Obar, Mexico. 

Then Nelson, after securing the key 
from his friend, slipped unnoticed to 
the room. His identity was learned 
when he sent scores of messages to 
friends, stating he was a guest of the 
hotel. His name .was signed to each.

Albany, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)— 
Homer Santipher, a young man about 
24 years of age, shot himself above 
the heart at ‘6:30 this afternoon on 
Washington street in the business sec- 
tion of the town, ang will die. His 
friend, Walter Keaton, was shot 
through the left nand whfle attempting 
to prevent the rash act. Santipher has 
a young wife and little child at Lake 
City, Fila. 

The two young men were sitting on 
a window sill in front of a business 
house. They were talking quletl? to- 
gether, and passers by had no intima- 
tion of the approaching tragedy until 
Santipher suddenly jumped to his feet 
with the exclamation: “I believe I will 
kili ‘myself,” and with the words he 
pulled out a revolver. 

Keaton also quickly jumped to his 
feet and grappled with his friend in 
an effort to prevent him from Kkillng 
himself. In the struggle that ensued 
Keaton -.was shot through the palm 
of. the left hand. 

When Santipher succeeded in free- 
ing himself he placed the weapon to 
his breast and fired. He fellgto the 
sidewalk mortally wounded. After 
a crowd had quickly gathered about 
his prostrate form, Santipher weakly 
asked for his pistol again. 

Santipher, who was an employee of 
the Atlantic Coast line here, had been 
cespondent for several days and had 
made repeated threats to end his 
troubles by committing suicide.

“TROOPS ARE USED 
~TOAWE STRIKERS 


Labor Situation in Swed- 
en Is Acute. 


All the Gunshops of Stockholm 
Have Been Denuded of 


- Guarded by Troops---Disaf- 
fection Spreads. 


oe é 


Stockholm, August 4.—The iabor 
conflict in Sweden shows signs of be- 
coming more acute. While the ranks 
of the strikers are considerably 
swelled,. the general strike called for 
today has not yet become entirely ef- 
fective. Many organizations, although 
sympathizing with the strikers, hesi- 
tate to join them actively. 
ployees of the street car lines and the 
cab drivers stopped work this morn- 
ing and neither cabs nor street cars 
are available. The fact that the 
troops are protecting the gas works 
and the electric lighting plants has 
incenseq the workmen, whose leaders 
threaten to call out all the men un- 
less the soldiers are withdrawn. The 
printers’ union held a meeting this 
morning, but resolved to postpone for 
the present any decision in the matter 
of going on strike. 

People Arming. 

A corps of workmen, some thousand 
strong, is being organized with the 
object of maintaining order, and the 
people generally, bankers, mechants, 
etc., are arming themselvés for self- 
protection. The gunshops of the city 
are practically denuded of revolvers 
and small arms. All tourists have left 
Stockholm and the number of visitors 
now in the city is smaller than at 
this season for many years past. 

Although the railroad men have de- 
cided not to strike, the government is 
taking the precaution to guard the 
tracks with troops, fearing attempts 
to blow up bridges or injure the per- 
manent way. Quantities of dynamite 
are reported to have mysteriously dis- 
appeared recently from the government 
stores. 

The leaders of the strikers declare 
that the end of the week will see a 
notable spread of the movement; that 
the railroad, postal, telegraph and 
telephone employes and the printers 
will by that time have joined the 
strikers, 

Milk Supplies Cut Off. 

This afternoon guards were posted 
in the market places and the railroad 
stations. All milk supplies have been 
cut off, and thousands of babies are 
suffering from lack of nourishment and 
the change from cow's milk to canned 
) milk. 

The streets of Stockholm are filled 
with idlers, who promenade back and 
forth chaffing the volunteer street- 
cleaners, many of who belong to the 
better classes. All the saloons are 
closed today and only the best res- 
taurants are permitted to remain open, 
and even here it is possible to get 
wine only with a solid mgal. 

All the ferries have stopped running 
and there is little communication be- 
tween Stockholm and the suburbs 
reached by water route. This fact 
will result in a further diminution of 
food supplies. For the present all is 
quiet, but trouble is expected when 
the stocks of food begin to run low.

ISTREET CAR-HEARING 
BEFORE COMMISSION

After hearing testimony all day yes- 
terday in regard to the crowded con- 
dition of the street cars on certain 
lines operated by the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Cempany during the “rush 
hours” of the day, the railroad com- 
mission adjourned the hearing until a 
week from today, August !|2, when the 
street car company will introduce evi- 
dence in support of their contention 
that they are rendering the best ser- 
vice possible, and that it ig a practical 
impossibility to give every One a seat 
on the cars who ride at these “rush 
hours.” 

In fairness to all parties concerned, 
it should be stated that there were 
no complainants in person who volun- 
tarily appeared there to give testimony, 
as to the congestion, and only one 
committee voluntarily there, they com- 
ing to protest in regard to the way 
the cars were routed on North Boule- 
vard, Jackson street and Forrest 
avenue. Two letters were received giv- 


fares for a continuous trip, and the 
other as to the crowded condition on 
the Peachtree car line for the first car 
running out that street. 

The other witnesses were subpoenaed 
by the railroad commission, and i* 
was stated by Acting Chairman Hill- 
yer, who presided, that the nearing was 
had in response to those who had 
verbally and informaily complained as 
to the service, and whose names were 
remembered and subpoenas served on 
them. 

There were about a dozen witnesses 
examined, ang in practically every case 
there was a unanimity of statement 
that there was congestion in 
the cars, sometimes aS many 4s 
twenty people standing, when 
all the seats were taken for 
over half the distance out, from the 
center ofi the city. on the cars coming 
into the city during the morning “rush 
hour.” from 7:30 to 8:30 a. th.; going 
out at the lunch hour, from 12:30 to 
2 p. m., and again in the evening from 
5 to 7 o'clock, going out. 

The principal. Hnes complained of 
were the Peachtree lines, and particu- 
larly the Buckhead extension; the main 
or North Decatur suburban line, the 
River or Marietta etreet line, the Hast 
Point line, and S0metimes the East Fair 
line, 

Attorney Luther Z, Rosser, repre- 
senting the street car company, in ex- 
amining the wifnesses, elicited from 
each that while the cars coming in-o 
the city during the morning rush hours 
were crowded, those going “out” were 
practically empty, and those going out 
at lunch time for a while returned 
practically empty, until the return 
travel swung, and them those going 
out were practically pty, and the 
same conditions at evening, when the 
heaviest load was on. 

Especially was it true in regard to 
the Peachtree service. It was testified 
that nearly every one wen out on that 
line in the short space of practically 
a half hour, from | to 1:30 p. m, and it 
was suggested this might be easily re- 
lieved by more cars, when it was s‘tated 
by President Arkwright that the com- 


pany w now extendifig the West 


Peachtree line, double-tracking from 
North avenue to the junction of the 
two Peachtrees. When this was com- 
pleted, the Buckhead cars would be 
routeq on that line, with a through 
service to Seventh street. and the same 
five-minute service is to remain on 
Peachtree streei. ~ 

As to Marietta street, the witness 
who testified as to the congested con- 
dition of the River and Marietta car 
lines, where he said sometimes as many 
as 100 people went on a 48-seat car, 
that Kennedy street was too narrow 
for a double track, which prohibited a 
more frequent service. 

The entire complaint wds mainly al- 
rected at the congestion of traffic con- 
ditions at the rusb hours, and the com- 
pany contends that no company can 
meet evéry requirement for a seat a 
passenger during these hours. 

Between now ang the next time of 


meeting, the street car company is go- 


ing to get an accurate check on ail of 
the congested lines ang present to the 
commission a mathematical record 2% 
to the number of cars and passengers 
for these lines for every hour in tne 
day, and for at least three days in the 
week, and on this basis ection will be 
taken either by the company or the 
commission in regard to this matter. 

The hearing was begun at !0 o'clock, 
and lasted until 5 p. m. Judge J. K. 
Hines, special attorney for tne tom- 
mission, swore and examined the wiit- 
nesses for the commission, while At- 
torney Rosser performed a similar sefe-. 
vice for the company.

GEORGIA MUST STOP “PASSING THE HAT.” 


Eminent success of Alabama’s new tax system, a brief account of which 
is elsewhere presented, should give Georgia’s general assembly at least an 
excellent working basis in the direction of tax equalization and toward meet- 
ing the emergency of prospective deficit which unquestionably confronts 


the state. 

Here is the indictment which Attorney General John C. Hart brings 
against Georgia's tax system in his annual report: 

“The machinery and method of the collection of taxes today in Georgia 
}are over a hundred years old: THE RETURNS ARE |’RACTICALLY VOL- 
UNTARY AND AMOUNT TO BUT LITTLE MORE THAN MERELY PASS. 
ING AROUND THL HAT FOR CONTRIBUTIONS.” 

{It is time for Georgia to get away from the method of merely “PASSING 
THE HAT” for the funds needed to meet the expenses of state govern- 
ment. 

Such a macho’ is a travesty upon system and upon justice as among all 
property owners. 

One piece of property of the same market value as another, though +e 
two may be located in widely .separated sections of the state, should be 
returned for taxation at the same equitable rate. 

That is a fundamental principle of every just system of taxation, and 
yet we find in Georgia property identical in market value, but returned for 
taxation at all the way from 25 to 75 per cent of such value, and in a 
few isolated instances, perhaps, a little higher. 

There will never be equalization of taxation in Georgia—equal justice 
to all property owners and full duty done by all to the state—unt!l the -en- 
eral assembly creates a state tax board with local tax assessors in each 
county in the state. 

The creation of such a board, with its auxiliary officers, will mean 
increased income—not increased taxation—to the state, from the taxation 
of property which is not now on the tax books, or which is not paying its 
just and proportionate share of the state’s expenses. 

Alabama stopped “passing the hat for contributions” two years ago, 
and the result is today she has more than $100,000,000 of additioal »roperty 
upon her tax books, and not a single act or decision of her state tax com: 
mission has ever been brought into question in the courts. 

With all the wealth of this state it is not improbable that just and 
fair equalization of tax returns would bring even greater additional values 
upon the Georgia tax books. Such an increase, coming wholly from property 
not now paying its fair proportion of the state’s expenses, would mean, at 
the constitutional rate of mills, an additional $500,000 a year for the 
state treasury. 

Georgia is now spending more money every year than she is recetving, 
and the equalization of tax returns is the only satisfactory source from 
which the needed increased income can be derived. 

It must be, in the opinion af those who have stuaied the financial con- 
dition of Georgia, either tax equalization or a state bord issue. 

Even though the state constitution permitted a bond issue, there could 
be but one choice in this matter, and that is to require the fair and equita- 
ble return of all property in the state upon a basis to be determined and 
absolutely adhered to. 

It makes practically no difference what be the basis of tax returns, so 
long as it is applied to all property alike. 

The thing ‘o do is to fix the basis and then provide the machinery 
for its equal and comprehensive application.

The Georgia senate has passed a 
joint resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a tax commission to sit 
during the recess, investigate the 
state’s tax laws and present to the 
next session a bill embodying the 
needed changes, the object being to 
bring about tax equalization through- 
out the state. This resolution is now 
pending before the house under a fa- 
vorable committee report, and it is be- 
lieved it will be enacted at this ses- 
sion. 

It is a well-known fact that tax re- 
turns in Georgia are on anything but 
an equal basis. The law requires it, 
but there is no machinery for carry- 
ing out the law. Some Georgia coun- 
ties are paying taxes on a basis of 60 
to 75 per cent of the market value of 
their property; others on the basis of 
only 25 to 40 per cent. Land in one 
county worth $50 an acre may be re- 
turned at $25, and in another at $10.

Impressed by this tribute to the Ala- 
bama law and the fact that Georgia is 
today in need of some similar re- 
vision in her system of taxation, The 
Constitution wired its Montgomery 
correspondent for a brief statement of 
just what the Alabama law is and how 
it works. 


This Law a Great Success. 


The following dispatch briefly de- 
scribes the new Alabama law: 

“Montgomery, Ala., July 31.—Spe- 
cial.)\—The tax laws to which ref-- 
erence is made in the recent mes- 
sage of Governor B. B. Comer, to 
the legislature now in session, are 
a great success, 

“Tne legislature in 1907 created a 
state tax commission toe consist of 
a chairman and two associate mem- 
bers. This commission has super- 
vision of the assessment and col- 
lection of taxes and of the collec- 
tion of licenses, and is charged with 
the duty of assessing the fran- 
chises or intangible property and 
assets of the public service corpora- 


The same is true of improved real es- 
tate and personal property; much of 
the latter is never returned at all. 

The result is there are millions of 
dollars in property values which are 
not now on the tax books. The result 
is the system operates unfairly upon 
those who make fair returns while 
many others do not. 

How Alabama’s Law Works. 
Alabama, a couple of years ago, re- 

modeled her tax laws, putting the mat- 
ter of tax assessment and equalization 
in the hands of a state tax commis- 
sion along with a tax commission ap- 
pointed by the state commission with 
the approval of the governor in each 
county. 

That law has brought $100,000,000 of 
additional property onto the tax 
books of that state. and there has 
never been an appeal from any of its 
decisions. This is, at least, a remark- 
able testimonial to the fair and ef- 
fective operation of the law. 

It is the duty of the Alabama tax 
commission to see to it not only that 
all property subject to taxation is re- 
turned, but that it is returned at a 
figure in accord with its value in 
whatever part of the state it may be 
located. 

It deals both with the property of 
individuals and that of corporations, 
and much of the additional property 
brought onto the tax books is  in- 
creased corporate franchise values. 

Governor Comer on the Law. 
Press dispatches from Montgomery, 

following the meeting of the extra 
session of tbe Alabama legislature, 
carried statements from the message 
of Governor Comer, in which he calls 
attention to the splendid workings of 
the new tax law,and its success with- 
eut putting undue burden upon any 
property owner. 

Upon this subject Governor Comer 
said: : 

“The law for equalization of 
taxes has been successful. With- 
out putting an unjust burden on 
any property, it had added in fran- 


tions. 

‘Under the law there is a county 
tax commissioner for each county, 
whose duty it is to see that all 
property and subjects of taxation in 
his county are properly assessed, 
and that all persons doing any busi- 
ness for which a license is required 
have paid for and taken out such 
licenses. 

“These county tax commissioners 
are appointed by the state tax com- 
mission with the approval of the 
governor, and held for a term of 
four years unless removed for 
cause. 

“The state. tax commission has 
authority to set aside and hold for 
naught any assessment made by 
any tax assessor, county tax com- 
missioner, or court of county com- 
missioners and to reassess and re- 
value the property covered by 
such assessment. It is the duty of 
the state tax commission to secure 
as far as possible an equalization 
of taxation in the state as between 
the several counties. 

“As a result of the work of the 
state tax commission taxable val- 
ues in the state were increaseg in 
1907 about $50,000,000, which in- 
cluded $21,281,292 franchise as- 
sessments against the public service 
corporations. In 1908 there were 
increases almost as great. There is 
no way to estimate the increase in 
taxable values which have come 
from the meral effect of the law. 
Considerable progress is being made 
in the matter of equalization. 

“No appeal has ever been taken 
from any ruling or assessment o/ 
the state tax commission.” 

Will Censider It. 

Coming with such strong favor- 
able ‘commendation, it would be well, 
perhaps, for such commission as may 
be designated to consider revision of 
the Georgia tax laws, to take the Ala- 
bama iaw into consideration. 

Whether it will wholly fit Georgia's 
case or not, it will, no doubt, offer 
some valuable suggestions in framing 
new laws. 

The fact that Georgia's tax rate is 
constitutionally limited to 5 mills, it 
is said, makes it imperative that some- 
thing be done to bring onto the tax 
books property now escaping and 
which is subject to taxation; or, in 
other words, to bring about tax equak 
ization, else the treasury of the state 
{is bound to suffer serious deficit in

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BILL APPOINTING 
STATE AUDITOR PASSED 


Bill Provides for an Auditor at 
$3,00 and Assistants at 
$1,800. 


One of the most impoftant measures 
passed by the house of representatives 
yesterday was the bill of Mr. Hall, of 
Bibb. providing for a state auditor of 
aé¢counts for Georgia. This measure 
has twice before been passed by the 
house, but has failed both times in the 
senate. 

Mr. Hall made a clean and convinc- 
ing argument in support of his meas- 
ure and it was adopted by a vote of 
124 to 9. The measure was first fa- 
worably considered in committee of 
the whole house. with Mr. Alexander, 
of DeKalb, in the chair. 

The bill provides for the appointment 
by the governor of an auditor of state 


The auditor is to audit all accounts 
against the state or any of the state 
institutions. Monthly reports must be 
submitted to him by the disbursing of- 
ficers of all state charitable and edu- 
cational institutions and an itemized 
statement of moneys spent for the sup- 
port of the various state departments. 
The auditors’ reports are to be sub- 
mitted to the governor and the latter.

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Governor Brown Again 
Urges Legislative Relief. 


In Message to General Assem- 
bly He Asks That Near Beer 
Tax Be Turned Inte General 
Fund--Money There, But Not 
Available. 


Following the conference of state 
Officials on the condition of the state 
treasury, Governor Brown yesterday 
sent a message to the general as- 
sembly.urging the importance of en- 
acting a law before adjournment which 
will turn the near beer tax money, 
dome $234,000, into the general fund of 
the treasury, so as to make it available 
for current expenses. 

Unless this is done it is apparent the 
treasury faces a possible deficit of 
$200,000 or more by the end of the 
current quarter. 

There is pending in the house a bill 
to make the near beer money avall- 
able for general purposes, and it is 
scheduled to come up as a special or- 
der following the passage of the gen- 
eral appropriations bill. 

When the governor’s message was 
read in the senate. Senator Slater of- 
fered a resolution to submit it to a 
special committee of three with in- 
structions to report a bill in accord- 
ance with the governor's suggestion. 
The resolution was referred to the 
committee on ruled. 

Governor Brown’s Message. 

Governor Brown’s message, which 
sets forth the present serious condition 
of the state treasury, is as follows: 

State of Georgia, Executive Depart- 
ment, Atlanta, Ga., August 4, 1909.— 

To the General Assembly: I wish to 
submit for your consideration the at- 
tached correspondence between the 
treasurer of this state and myself. 
You will observe that in replying to 
my request for information relative 
to the status of the treasury he re- 
ports $459,417.69 as being in the treas- 
ury. and of this amount only $50,386.07 
is available for general purposes. 

The sinking fund which has accumu- 
lated and now amounts to $175,000 is 
not available for any purpose except to 
retire the matured bonds of the state. 
It is a sacred fund and under the con- 
stitution it cannot be used for any 
other purpose. 

He also reports that there is in the 
treasury $234,031.62 which he desig- 
nates as “near beer money.” This 
money was raised under the special 
act of the general assembly to be used 
only in the conduct and development 
of the penitentiary system of the 
state. This money, therefore, is not 
available for general purposes and 
cannot be used unless it be turned 
into the general fund. 

The State’s Expenses. 


The governor’s power to borrow is 
limited by the constitution to a sum 
not exceeding $200,000. The expense of 
the state government, for all purposes, 
is approximately $5,000,000 a yvear. It 
takes approximately $50,000 per month 
to maintain the charitable institutions 
of the state. to say nothing of other 
necessary current obligations that have 
to be met. 

The taxes will not be available until 
the latter part of the year, and the 
limited sources ef income from this 
date until the payment of taxes, plus 
the governor's authority to borrow, 
will not be sufficient to enable the 
treasury to meet the maturing obliga- 
tions of the state. 

The present condition may to some 
extent be-.relieved if the money in the 
treasury, known as the near beer 
fund. is made available for general 
purposes. I again call your attention 
to the necessity for this legislation.

Let Fund for Common Schools 
Stand as in Bill and Refused 
to Reconsider Cut in Amount 
for the State Colleges---Hall 
Waxes Wrathy. 


The house of representatives ecom- 
Dieted the consideration of the gen- 
eral appropriations bill at its morning 
session on yesterday after refusing 
absolutely to follow the lead of Mr. 
Hall in his effort to secure reconsidera- 
tion of-the votes by which the appro- 
Priations to the University of Georgia 
and its branches had been decreased 
and that for the cmomon schools in 
1911 had been increased.

The appropriation for the railroad 
commission was adopted without de- 
bate.

Compiling Public Records. 

Eloquent and patriotic speeches 
marked the discussion of the para- 
Sraph providing for continuing the 
work of compiling and publishing the 
colonial, revolutionary and confederate 
records of Georgia. 

Mr. Adams, of Hall, representing the 
county which ia the home of ex-Gov- 
ernor Candler, pleaded earnestly that 
he be authorized to continue his im- 
portant historical work. Captain Slade, 
of Muscogee, likewise stressed the im- 
portance of these official records. Mr. 
Alexander, of DeKalb, spoke along the 
samp line. 

The amendment of Mr. Peacock. of 
Pulaski, providing for striking the 
whole paragraph, and that by Mr. Moss, 
of Cobb, amending the paragraph, 
were voted down. 

When the house was discussing the 
appropriation for the department of 
agriculture, Mr. Alexander. of Fulton, 
Offered an amendment, designed to in- 
sure contractors and builders money 
due them for erecting bulldings for 
district agricultural colleges. He pro- 
posed to have the state cansent to 
suits being brought against the trus- 
tees of such colleges by contractors and 
builders. The house refused to author- 
ize it and voted down the amendment.

At 9:50 the house agafn resolved it- 
self into committee of the whole, with 
Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, in the chair, to con- 
sider the general appropriation. bill. 

Mr. Adams, of Hall, withdrew hfs 
amendment of Tuesday aimed at inter- 
collegiate baseball and football games 
in Georgia, and introduced another 
framed to meet the constitutional ob- 
jections to his other amendment, 

In taking the floor to urge his 
amendment, he said the director of 
athletics at the University of Georgia 
received $500 out of the funds con- 
tributed by the state. This statement 
was challenged by Mr. Anderson, of 


Chatham, but Mr. Adams said he had 
the statement direct from the gentle- 
man himself, who was a member of 
the faculty. 

He said he wished to prohibit inter- 
collemiaté athletics entfrely during the 
college term. He thought baseball or 
football would. be all right during the 
Christmas holidays. 

Assalling the amendment with great 
vigor, Mr. Barrett, of Stephens, ex- 
pressed disapproval of the radical 
trend of legislation. He said: 

“The time ts coming when this legis- 
lature will try and tell me what I 
shall eat and what [ shall drink—they 
have already told me I shall not drink 
anything. Now they are trying to 
change the constitution of the state of 
Georgia by legislative enactment.” 

He said he believed in athletics, and 
although he did not like football, if 
his son wanted to play the game and 
get his arm broken he would say “Go 
ahead, play the game and take the 
consequences.” 

Mr. Hardeman emphasized the argu- 
ment that the amendment was uncon- 
stitutional. He said there werd cer- 
tain Tunds guaranteed to the Uni- 
versity of Georgta,under the state con- 
stitution, which this amendment would 
strike down. .

The state is saved from its tempora- 
ry financial embarrassment, and the 
minds of legislators are easier, for the 
wherewithal to pay per diem and mile- 
age has been provided by the house. 

Yesterday the lower house put the, 
seal of its emphatic approval upon the 
bill of Mr. Reid, of Campbell, to make 
the proceeds of the near beer tax avalil- 
able for the general expenses of the 
state, 

This applies to money heretofore col- 
letced, as well as that whic. will here- 
after be received. It means that about 
$230,000 now in the treasury, tied up by 
a measure passed last summer, is 
turned loose. 

The hearts of legislators are made 
glad, and the serious concern of the 
governor and state treasurer over the 
pressing problems of state finances, 
are temporarily dissipated.

The bill of Mr. Reid to create a sink- 
ing fund to retire the state’s bonds as 
they come due, was also passed.

No Consistent Members, 

Mr. Carswell, of Wilkinson, ridi- 
culed Mr. Hall’s lament about incon- 
sistency, declaring there Was not a 
consistent member ‘on the floor. 

“We are paying the confederate 
veterans their pensions a year in ad- 
vance, and are withholding the pay of 
public school teachers for a year after 
they are earned,” he said.

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, sought to 
amend the section making appropria- 
tions for education by adding a para- 
graph giving $10,000 to the Georgia 
Tech for a correapondence schvol to 
be used as the trustees of the school 
thought best. 

Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, opposed 
the amendment, as he said he had a 
very poor idea of correspondence 
schools in general and velieved. thie 
appropriation for this purpuss would 
be money thrown away.

The senate finance committee got 
‘busy with the general tax act ‘yester- 
day afternoon and went throtgh with 
about half oT? it, postponing action upon 
those few sections upon which certain 
parties wish to be heard or upon which 
there is likély to be warm contest, 

The section taxing soda fountain 
syrups 5 cents a gallon was postponed 


until this afternoon, when it is ex- 
pected several speeches will .be made 


against it. 

Nor did the committee feel inclined 
to go into the Alexander prohibition 
bill, which also promises a-hard and 
persistent fight, and when that section 
was reached the committee adjourned 
until 3 o’cock this afternoon. 

The enly tax increased by the com- 
mittee was that on dealers in cash 
registers and adding machines, which 
was rdised from $25 to $100. 

The committee adopted the $1 dog 
tax just as it was passed by the house, 


Slet Machizme Tax, 


Stafford: Seidell appeared before the 
committee to oppose the tax of §$2z.0V 
on each slot machine. He said he had 
$200 of these machines in Atlanta’ and 
that would put upon him a tax of $500. 
Under the old law it was $6 or each 
machine, or $50 to each county in 
which a person might operate as 
many slot machines as he wished. He 
said the proposed tax would almost 
put him out of business.

Two days ago a shipment of fifty- 
four barrels of vinegar shipped from 
a well-known manufacturer outside of 
Georgia were seized by Inspector 
Lynch, of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

It is stated that in addition to the 
frauds perpetrated by mismarking 
these barrels as to their contents, a

have been received in Georgia. 

While the half barrels are sold by 
the package, the price is based upon 
the presumption that they contain a 
certain quantity of vinegar, when as 
@ matter af fact they often contain 
three or four gallons less. The ship- 
per from outside of Georgia can only 
be reached by the national food. in- 
spectors, but the local dealer who re- 
ceives and reships these packages, o- 
selis them to the local trade can be 
reached by the state officials charged 
with the enforcement of the pure food 
law.
